Holed-up Assange tells 
Obama to end WikiLeaks 


'witchhunt' 



LONDON(AFP) - WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange yester¬ 
day urged President Barack 
Obama to end the US "witch¬ 
hunt” against his whistleblow¬ 
ing website, speaking from 
Ecuador’s London embassy 
where he has been holed up for 
two months. 

Assange walked into the 
embassy in June after exhaust¬ 
ing all legal avenues in Britain 
to stop being extradited to Swe¬ 
den, where he is wanted for 
questioning over sex crimes. 

"I ask President Obama to 
do the right thing, the United 
States must renounce its witch¬ 
hunt against WikiLeaks," said 


Assange in his first public 
comments since being granted 
political asylum by Ecuador on 
Thursday. 

Assange praised the 
"courage" shown by the Latin 
American nation’s President 
Rafael Correa in giving him 
asylum, a move that has an¬ 
gered Britain which has said it 
would continue to seek his ex¬ 
tradition. 

The 41-year-old Australian 
made his speech from the bal¬ 
cony of the embassy, which 
was ringed by police, in order 
to avoid leaving its grounds 
and being arrested.

Changes in the ordinance for private 
planes and boats 


The Aruba Customs has an¬ 
nounced changes in the ordi¬ 
nance regarding private planes 
and pleasure boats/yachts. The 
changes have to do with the 
customs process and are based 
on the International Customs 
Treaty of May 18, 1956 as well 
as on the existing law with re¬ 
spect to the temporary importa¬ 
tion of these means of 
transportation. 

As of October 1st 2012 it 
will be imperative to make a 
written declaration of tempo¬ 
rary importation upon entering 
Aruba either with a private 
plane or pleasure yacht. 

Under the caption of “per¬ 
sonal use” is the understanding 
that the private plane or pleas¬ 
ure boat is being used by the 
owner or person borrowing or 
renting same from another 
under whose control it is at the 



will be here for 90 or more 
days. 

In the event that the impor¬ 
tation is definite, payment for 
the right to import will be in ac¬ 
cordance with the laws on the 
importation of merchandise. 

Private Aircrafts or pleasure 
boats/yachts being brought to 
Aruba to be sold here do not 
qualify for temporary importa¬ 
tion. The right to import will be 
required to be paid immedi¬ 



moment. Use of the transporta¬ 
tion means for commercial use 
and in particular for paid trans¬ 
portation of persons or for the 
transportation of merchandise 
against or without payment 
does not fall under “personal 
use.” 

A document for temporary 
importation is a customs docu¬ 
ment related to a private plane 
or pleasure boat which serves 
as a guarantee of payment of 
taxes for the right to import. 

Temporary importation doc¬ 
uments must be made out in 
name of the person in posses¬ 
sion of the private plane or boat 
under whose control the vehicle 
is. These are natural persons or 
judicial persons. There is a dif¬ 
ference when one of these vehi¬ 
cles are remaining on Aruba for 
90 or less days, and when they 


ately. 

For persons coming to re¬ 
side on Aruba who own a pri¬ 
vate plane or pleasure boat/ 
yacht will be allowed to import 
same duty free, providing they 
comply with the conditions 
stipulated in the law “Vrij- 
stellingenbesluit” (Exemptions 
decree), which relates to import 
exemptions relating to mer¬ 
chandise pertaining to a move 
from one location to another. 

Someone residing on the is¬ 
land does not qualify for tem¬ 
porary importation of a private 
plane or boat. That person will 
be required to pay importation 
duties. Each time that the vehi¬ 
cle is brought here he will have 
to show payment for importa¬ 
tion of the private plane or boat. 

Combustible, lubricants and 
other provisions for a private 
plane or boat are all duty free. 


in the event of temporary im¬ 
portation. Combustible tanks 
must be of normal size and con¬ 
nected to the engine. All lubri¬ 
cants, combustible and other 
provisions must be for use dur¬ 
ing the time that the vehicle is 
on Aruba. 

For private planes or boats 
remaining here for 90 days or 
less they must prepare a decla¬ 
ration of temporary importation 
without guarantee. 

For private planes or boats 
remaining here for 90 days to 
one year they must prepare a 
declaration of temporary im¬ 
portation with guarantee. The 
amount of the guarantee will be 
equal to the amount of the duty 
required for payment as of the 
date of arrival in the event the 
importation was to be definite. 
If the guarantee comes from a 
bank, the value of the guarantee 
must be for an indefinite period. 

When the temporary impor¬ 
tation period expires, the pri¬ 
vate plane or boat will have to 
leave the island and may not be 
allowed to return for 15 days to 
be eligible for a new temporary 
importation period.

Beyonce's UN video prompts 
humanitarian outpouring 


UNITED NATIONS(AFP) - A 
music video by pop singer Be- 
yonce helped inspire one bil¬ 
lion messages for World 
Humanitarian Day yesterday, 
which the United Nations said 
was a social media record. 

The singer recorded the 
music video, "I Was Here," for 
the UN campaign to generate 
one billion messages encou¬ 
raging people to do a good 
deed. 

"The World Humanitarian 
Day 2012 campaign has made 
social media history by sharing 


more than one billion mes¬ 
sages of hope," the UN said in 
a statement. 

The UN launched its cam¬ 
paign on August 2 to collect 
the messages, which were dis¬ 
tributed yesterday in honor of 
humanitarian workers. 

The campaign numbers 
around the world soared after 
the release of Beyonce’s video 
on Saturday and the message 
spread rapidly among her fans. 

Valerie Amos, UN under 
secretary general for humani¬ 
tarian affairs, praised the 


"amazing work" of the singer 
in taking the UN’s cause fur¬ 
ther. 

Dressed in a white, floor- 
length gown, Beyonce sang the 
song for the video at the UN 
General Assembly. The video 
shows her singing at the UN 
headquarters and scenes from 
recent disasters. 

"This is our time to leave 
our mark on the world and 
show that we were here and we 
care," Beyonce said in a state¬ 
ment.

But Assange gave no indica¬ 
tion of what his next move 
might be. 

He claims the accusations of 
sex crimes in Sweden against 
him — made by two female 
WikiLeaks volunteers — are 
politically motivated and that 
he will eventually be extra¬ 
dited to the United States. 

WikiLeaks enraged Wash¬ 
ington by releasing video of a 
US attack in Iraq, as well as 
tens of thousands of classified 
US documents about the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Assange yesterday also 
called for US soldier Bradley 
Manning, the alleged source of 
a massive trove of secret go¬ 
vernment documents leaked by 
WikiLeaks, to be released from 
a military prison. 

He claimed Manning "was 
found by the United Nations to 
have endured months of tortu¬ 
ous detention" at the US Ma¬ 
rine Corps jail in Quantico, 
Virginia. 

While thanking his own sup¬ 
porters, Assange accused po¬ 


lice of trying to enter the em¬ 
bassy after he was given asy¬ 
lum. 

"Inside this embassy after 
dark, I could hear teams of po¬ 
lice swarming up into the 
building through its internal 
fire escape," he said from the 
balcony situated just above a 
line of police officers standing 
in the street below. 

"But I knew there would be 
witnesses, and that is because 
of you," he told around 100 
supporters gathered outside the 
embassy. 

Britain has said it could in¬ 
voke a little-used piece of le¬ 
gislation introduced in 1987 
that allows it to revoke the 
diplomatic immunity of an em¬ 
bassy on British soil and go in 
to arrest Assange. 

The warning was seen as a 
threat by Ecuador which con¬ 
demned it. 

However, Britain now says 
it would prefer a negotiated so¬ 
lution. 

Assange claimed Britain had 
"thrown away" the Vienna 


Conventions in warning 
Ecuador that it could enter the 
building to extract him. 

Despite Ecuador providing a 
haven for Assange, British 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague has said Britain had no 
choice but to seek his extradi¬ 
tion. 

Ecuador has meanwhile re¬ 
ceived powerful backing from 
regional allies as they warned 
Britain of "grave consequen¬ 
ces" if it breaches diplomatic 
security at the London em¬ 
bassy. 

Foreign ministers from the 
Venezuela-led so-called Boli¬ 
varian Alliance for the People 
of Our America (ALBA) flew 
to Ecuador on Saturday to 
demonstrate full diplomatic 
support. 

WikiLeaks hinted yesterday 
that Assange would be willing 
to meet with Swedish authori¬ 
ties as long as Stockholm gua¬ 
ranteed that it would not 
extradite him to the United 
States. 


Hurricane Gordon weakens 
on approach to Azores 


MIAMI - Hurricane Gordon 
weakened to a category one 
storm yesterday but was ex¬ 
pected to retain hurricane- 
strength winds as it passed 
over or near the Azores is¬ 
lands, US forecasters said. 

The Miami-based National 
Hurricane Center said Gordon, 
the Atlantic season’s third hur¬ 
ricane, was some 220 miles 
(360 kilometers) southwest of 
the archipelago at 1800 GMT 
and was expected to strike 
sometime today. 

Gordon was packing maxi¬ 
mum winds of 90 miles (150 
kilometers) per hour, making it 
a category one storm on the 
Saffir-Simpson hurricane wind 
scale. 

A hurricane warning was in 
effect for the eastern Azores. 

The weather center pre¬ 
dicted hurricane-like condi¬ 


tions Sunday night and into 
today, with heavy rains and 
dangerous waves along the 
coast. 

Gordon became a hurricane 
on Saturday even as onetime 
Tropical Storm Helene swiftly 
weakened into a tropical de¬ 
pression as it lumbered ashore 
on Mexico’s Gulf Coast and 
degenerated into a rain storm 
without reports of significant 
damage. 

Authorities in Mexico had 
worried Helene’s rains could 
pose a threat to areas where 
thousands of people are recov¬ 
ering from flooding spawned 
last week by Hurricane 
Ernesto. But Mexico’s Ver¬ 
acruz state civil defense office 
said none of the region’s nu¬ 
merous rivers had overflowed 
Saturday.

Defiant strikers get ultimatum 
after S.Africa mine shootings 


Fresh Brussels protest against parole of 
Dutroux accomplice 


MARIKANA (AFP) - Pla¬ 
tinum giant Lonmin yesterday 
ordered employees back to 
work at a South African mine 
where police killed 34 people, 
but miners remained defiant as 
a week of national mourning 
was declared. 

The London-listed company 
issued an ultimatum to workers 
to end a wildcat strike by today 
after the worst episode of po¬ 
lice violence since the 
apartheid era, which President 
Jacob Zuma said will be offi¬ 
cially mourned for seven days. 

Lonmin said the call to staff 
was ”a last opportunity to re¬ 
turn to work” at its shut-down 
Marikana mine where union ri¬ 
valry escalated into a police 
crackdown and more blood¬ 
shed on Thursday after 10 peo¬ 
ple died just days earlier. 

"Employees could therefore 
be dismissed if they fail to 
heed the final ultimatum,” 
warned the world’s number 
three platinum producer. 

But miners who first 
downed tools at the Marikana 
mine on August 10 pledged to 
press on with their wage de¬ 


mands, and called the order to 
return to work "an insult” to 
colleagues who were gunned 
down by police. 

"Expecting us to go back is 
like an insult. Many of our 
friends and colleagues are 
dead, then they expect us to re¬ 
sume work. Never,” said 
worker Zachariah Mbewu. 

"Some are in prison and 
hospitals. Tomorrow we are 
going back to the mountain 
(protest site), not underground, 
unless management gives us 
what we want.” 

Lonmin’s today deadline for 
miners to return to work will 
coincide with the start of a 
week-long national mourning 
announced Sunday by Zuma. 

Flags will be lowered to 
half mast and an official day 
for nationwide memorial ser¬ 
vices held on Thursday. 

The violence at the mine 
stems from a conflict between 
the powerful National Union 
of Mineworkers and the up¬ 
start Association of Minework- 
ers and Construction Union 
(AMCU), which is calling for 
a tripling of wages. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of people gathered in 
sweltering heat in Brussels 
yesterday to protest a court 
decision to grant parole to the 
ex-wife and accomplice of 
Belgian paedophile serial 
killer Marc Dutroux. 

Police estimated about 
5,000 people attended the 
event, the latest in a series of 
protests against a court ruling 
earlier this month to free 
Michelle Martin, who has 
served 16 years of her 30- 
year sentence for her involve¬ 
ment in the kidnap, rape and 
deaths of two young girls in 
the 1990s. 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
has blamed Pakistan for pos¬ 
ting threatening messages on 
the Internet that triggered a 
mass exodus from Bangalore 
and Mumbai by migrants flee¬ 
ing to their homes in the north¬ 
east.

5 Signs That You’re Overfeeding 
Your Kids 



1: The Plate 

If your ehild has close to or the same amount of food that’s 
on your plate, you’re probably overfeeding them. Using 
smaller plates and serving spoons can help make sure they’re 
being served less. 

2: Leftovers 

Overeating is something that is learned over time. If your 
child is pushing food around or isn’t cleaning their plate, you 
may be giving them too much. It’s better to start with less 
food and serve up seeonds when requested. Don’t fight over 
it — never foree feed or punish the ehild for not eating every¬ 
thing. 

3: Over-Juicing 

Fruit juice ean be part of a healthy diet, but only in small 
amounts. Oftentimes children are served juiee between meals 
or at the beginning of the meal, which can add unnecessary 
calories. Stick to four fluid ounces per day of 100-pereent 
fruit juiee (remember to read the label). 

4: Emotional Feeding 

Many parents fork over food when the ehild is sad, upset, 
cranky or tired. Before turning to food, try and figure out if 
the ehild just needs a hug, a nap or some alone time with mom 
or dad. Kids may also eonfuse their sense of thirst for hunger 
— offer a glass of water first. 

5: Clothes 

My kids grow like weeds — I need to buy them new clothing 
twice a year. But kids should be growing taller, not wider. If 
elothing is too snug in the chest, waist or tush (and the length 
is fine), this may be a result of eating too many ealories. If 
you’re worried, make an appointment with your physician so 
they ean cheek if the weight gain is on (or off) traek based on 
your child’s growth charts.

tries, aecording to the study, 
headed by Gary Giovino 
from the University at Buf¬ 
falo in New York state. 

In low-income countries, 
for every $9,100 received in 
tobaeeo taxes, only $1 was 
spent on tobaeeo eontrol. 

At present, the proportion 
of deaths from tobacco is 
greatest in rich countries, 
where 18 percent of deaths 
are attributable to tobaeeo 
use, eompared to 11 percent 
in middle-income countries 
and four pereent in low-in¬ 
come eountries. 

But smoking rates have 
been rising steadily in poorer 
countries and falling in rich 
ones, so these positions are 
likely to ehange, the study 
said. 

On eurrent trends, as 
many as a billion people 
could die prematurely from 
tobaeeo use during this een- 
tury, the study said, citing es¬ 
timates by World Health 
Organisation (WHO) experts. 


Drinking Iced Tea Raises Kidney 
Stone Risk: Study 


People who drink ieed tea 
may be putting themselves at 
greater risk for developing 
painful kidney stones, a new 
study indicates. 

Researchers from Loyola 
University Medieal Center 
explained that the popular 
summertime drink eontains 
high levels of oxalate, a 
ehemical that leads to the for¬ 
mation of small erystals 
made of minerals and salt 
found in urine. Although 
these erystals are usually 
harmless, the researchers 
eautioned they ean grow 
large enough to become 
lodged in the small tubes that 
drain urine from the kidney 
to the bladder. 

"For people who have a 


tendeney to form the most 
eommon type of kidney 
stones, iced tea is one of the 
worst things to drink," Dr. 
John Milner, an assistant pro¬ 
fessor in the department of 
urology at the Loyola Uni¬ 
versity Chieago Striteh 
School of Medicine, said in a 
news release.

Cholera outbreak in 
Guinea worsens 

CONAKRY (AFP) - An 
outbreak of eholera in 
Guinea has killed 82 people 
sinee February and is show¬ 
ing no signs of letting up, 
the eountry's health ministry 
said Saturday. 

"A week ago we counted 
60 dead and 2,054 eases ... 
this week we have reeorded 
82 dead," Dr Sakoba Keita of 
the ministry's infectious dis¬ 
eases department told a press 
eonference, adding that the 
situation was "alarming". 

Coastal Basse-Guinee, 
partieularly Foreeariah in 
the southwest where the 
epidemic started in Febru¬ 
ary, was the worst affected 
with 25 dead, followed by 
the capital Conakry with 17, 
officials said.

Ebola outbreak in DR 
Congo 

KINSHASA (AFP) - Nine 
people have died in an out¬ 
break of the deadly Ebola 
virus in the Democratie Re- 
publie of Congo, Health 
Minister Felix Kabangue 
said on Saturday. 

Teams of doetors from 
the health ministry, the 
WHO, aid group Doetors 
Without Borders and the 
US-based Centres for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
were treating those infected, 
the statement added. 

Ebola is fatal in about 
50-90 percent of eases, with 
victims bleeding from body 
orifiees before dying in the 
most severe instances. 
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Mars rover takes ’cool’ detour: NASA 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US space agency NASA's 
Mars rover Curiosity will 
make a wide detour to ex¬ 
plore a geographical hot spot 
on Mars because "it looks 
cool," scientists said recently. 

Before driving to its desti¬ 
nation at Mount Sharp, which 
may contain traces of water. 
Curiosity will head in the op¬ 
posite direction, to a spot 
NASA's Jet Propulsion Lab¬ 
oratory has dubbed Glenelg. 

In a statement, the 
Pasadena lab said Glenelg 
marks the intersection of 
three kinds of terrain 1,640 
feet (500 meters) from the 
rover's landing site. 

A light-colored patch of 
terrain in the region indicates 
to scientists "a kind of 
bedrock suitable for eventual 
drilling by Curiosity." 

A cluster of small craters 
may represent "an older or 
harder surface" and another 
spot features a patch of land 
resembling the rover's land¬ 
ing site, before the nuclear- 
powered apparatus "scoured 
away some of the surface." 

The scientists feel the 


name Glenelg is "appropri¬ 
ate," because it is a palin¬ 
drome — a word read the 
same way backward and for¬ 
ward — and the rover will 
need to travel back in the 
same direction to head to¬ 
ward Mount Sharp. 

The Glenelg trek will be 
the rover's first long drive. 
Mars Science Laboratory 
project scientist John 
Grotzinger told reporters, ex¬ 
plaining the decision to risk 
travelling off the planned 
route. 

"It looks cool," he said. 

Grotzinger estimates it 
will take three to four weeks 
for the rover to arrive at 
Glenelg, where the rover 
would stay for roughly a 
month, before heading to the 
base of Mount Sharp. 

Analysts have said it may 
be a full year before the re¬ 
mote-controlled rover gets to 
the base of the peak, which is 
believed to be within a dozen 
miles (20 kilometers) of the 
rover's landing site. 

The $2.5 billion craft ar¬ 
rived on Mars at 0531 GMT 
on August 6. 


New world record set at mobile- 
phone throwing contest 


HELSINKI (AFP) - A 
Finnish teenager has 
smashed the world record — 
and probably his phone — in 
this year's annual mobile- 
phone throwing contest in 
Finland. 

Eighteen-year-old Ere 
Karjalainen launched a phone 
the "amazing" distance of 
101.46 metres (332 feet 10 
inches), Finnish public tele¬ 
vision network YLE said 
after Saturday's event. 

Second place went to 
South African Jeremy Gal¬ 
lop, who threw a phone 94.67 
metres. 

According to contest or¬ 
ganisers, the competition of¬ 


fers mobile phone users a 
unique opportunity to "pay 
back all the frustrations and 
disappointments caused by 
these modern equipments." 

Finland is the home of 
Nokia and is awash in ob¬ 
solete phones, organisers 
said. 

"There will be no doping 
tests," organisers said on their 
English website. 

"However the jury can 
rule out the contestant if 
his/her mental or physical 
preparedness is not adequate 
for full a performance." 

The event has been held in 
the southeastern town of 
Savonlinna since 2000. 



Bill Gates kicks off search 
for toilet of the future

(AFP)— Microsoft co¬ 
founder turned global philan¬ 
thropist Bill Gates last week 
launched a search for a new 
toilet better suited to devel¬ 
oping countries. 

The charitable foundation 
founded by Gates and his 
wife kicked off a "Reinvent 
the Toilet Fair" in Seattle and 
awarded prizes for promising 
innovations. 

"Toilets are extremely im¬ 
portant for public health and, 
when you think of it, even 
human dignity," Gates said in 
a statement at 

thegatesnotes. com. 

"The flush toilets we use 
in the wealthy world are irrel¬ 
evant, impractical and impos¬ 
sible for 40 percent of the 
global population, because 
they often don't have access 
to water, and sewers, electric¬ 


ity, and sewage treatment 
systems." 

The Toilet Fair was de¬ 
scribed as a swirl of about 
200 inventors, designers, in¬ 
vestors, partners and others 
passionate about creating 
safe, effective, and inexpen¬ 
sive waste management sys¬ 
tems. 

Universities from Britain, 
Canada, and the United 
States were awarded prizes in 
a competition launched a 
year ago challenging inven¬ 
tors to come up with a better 
toilet. 

First place went to the 
California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology for designing a solar- 
powered toilet that generates 
hydrogen gas and electricity. 

Loughborough University 
came in second for a toilet 
that transforms waste into bi¬ 


ological charcoal, minerals, 
and clean water. 

Third place went to the 
University of Toronto for a 
toilet that sanitizes human 
waste and recovers minerals 
and water. 

"Four in 10 people world¬ 
wide don't have a safe way to 
poop," the Gates Foundation 
said in a message beneath a 
Reinvent the Toilet video at 
its gatesfoundation.org web¬ 
site. 

Approximately 2.5 billion 
people worldwide don't have 
access to safe sanitation sys¬ 
tems for handling the basic 
and vital need to dispose of 
bodily waste, according to 
Gates. 

"Beyond a question of 
human dignity, this lack of 
access also endangers peo¬ 
ple's lives, creates an eco¬ 
nomic and a health burden 
for poor communities, and 
hurts the environment," 
Gates said. 

Food or water tainted with 
fecal matter causes intestinal 
diseases that kill 1.5 million 
children annually — a figure 
higher than deaths from 
AIDS and malaria combined, 
according to Gates. 

"Inventing new toilets is 
one of the most important 
things we can do to reduce 
child deaths and disease and 
improve people's lives," 
Gates said.

ATHENS (AFP) - Greece must 
remain in the eurozone, Fi¬ 
nance Minister Yannis Stour- 
naras said in an interview 
published yesterday ahead of a 
week of crucial meetings be¬ 
tween the prime minister and 
EU officials. 

"We have to stay alive and 
remain under the umbrella of 
the euro, because that is the 
only choice that can protect us 
from a poverty that we have 
not experienced," Stournaras 
told the Vima tis Kyriakis 
weekly. 

The Greek government 
needs to cut spending by about 
11.5 billion euros ($14.2 bil¬ 
lion) in 2013-14 to qualify for 
the next installment of its EU- 
IMF bailout package. 

"If we don’t take the mea¬ 
sures ... then our stay in the 


euro is threatened," Stournaras 
said. 

The unpopular cuts, ex¬ 
pected to come mostly from 
salaries, pensions and benefits, 
are the source of friction 
within the country’s new coali¬ 
tion government, but Stouma- 
ras described it as a difficult 
but necessary choice. 

"We have the most expen¬ 
sive welfare state in the euro¬ 
zone," he told the newspaper. 
"We can no longer maintain it 
with borrowed money." 

The auditors of the so- 
called troika of the European 
Union, the International Mo¬ 
netary Fund and European 
Central Bank, who visited 
Athens in July, are set to return 
to the Greek capital in Septem¬ 
ber. 

On Wednesday, Prime Min¬ 


ister Antonis Samaras will 
meet in Athens with Eu¬ 
rogroup chief Jean-Claude 
Juncker, who told Austrian 
daily Tiroler Tageszeitung on 
Saturday that he does not be¬ 
lieve Greece will leave the eu¬ 
rozone. 

Samaras will then travel to 
Berlin to meet German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel on Fri¬ 
day, the eve of his meeting 
with French President Francois 
Hollande in Paris. 

The Greek premier intends 
to discuss with them the possi¬ 
bility of being accorded two 
more years to complete the 
austerity cuts. 

But Germany so far has 
maintained that Greece must 
stick to the agreed timeline if it 
wants to continue to qualify for 
European aid. 
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Italy's Monti warns against euro 
being EU 'break-up factor' 


ROME (AFP) - The euro must 
not become a "break-up factor" 
that pits northern Europe 
against crisis-choked nations 
in the south of the continent, 
Italian Prime Minister Mario 
Monti said yesterday. 

"The biggest tragedy for 
Italy and for Europe would be 
to see the euro become, be¬ 
cause of our failures, a break- 


up factor which awakens the 


prejudices of the north against 
the south, and vice-versa," 
Monti told an audience of 
young people in Rimini on the 
Adriatic coast. 

"The risk exists," he said. 

The European Union and 
eurozone countries are split 
over how to solve the financial 
crisis convulsing various na¬ 
tions, especially in Europe’s 
south. 



Report: ECB mulls caps 
on borrowing costs 


BERLIN (AFP) - The Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank is consi¬ 
dering buying the bonds of 
crisis-wracked eurozone coun¬ 
tries to ensure borrowing costs 
do not rise beyond a pre-deter- 
mined level, German 
newsweekly Der Spiegel said 
yesterday. 

The bank will define an 
upper limit for borrowing costs 
in countries such as Spain and 
Italy and intervene in the mar¬ 
kets to ensure it is not 
breached, Spiegel said, without 
citing its sources. 

Spain and Italy have seen 
their borrowing costs shoot up 
during the eurozone crisis to 
levels that forced Greece, Por¬ 
tugal and Ireland to seek a 
bailout. 

At the end of trade on Fri¬ 
day, Spain was paying 6.39 
percent to borrow for 10 years 
and Italy 5.76 percent. 


In contrast, Germany was 
paying 1.49 percent, as in¬ 
vestors trust Europe’s top econ¬ 
omy to repay them. 

The so-called spread, or dif¬ 
ference, between benchmark 
German bonds and the debt- 
wracked countries would be 
decisive for the proposed rate 
cap, Spiegel said. 

ECB President Mario 
Draghi announced earlier in 
August that his institution 
"may" buy bonds of struggling 
countries if they first apply for 
EU bailout funds and accept 
tough conditions in return. 

He said the details would be 
worked out before the next 
meeting of the ECB, scheduled 
for September 6. 

Spiegel said that ECB gov¬ 
ernors would decide then 
whether to implement the pro¬ 
posed borrowing cost cap.

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Paul Ryan gets bipartisan 
approval — for his looks 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Sud¬ 
denly, even political foes 
like Republican vice presi¬ 
dential pick Paul Ryan — 
for his looks. 

Until being picked as 
Mitt Romney's running 
mate, Ryan was almost ex¬ 
clusively mentioned in 
connection with his conser¬ 
vative ideas on solving 
America's debt crisis. 

But his brawn, not 
brain, is hot now. 

Google searches for 
"Paul Ryan shirtless" have 
soared. Since there seem to 
be none online, bloggers 
have responded by photo¬ 
shopping the congress¬ 
man's head onto other 
naked bodies. 

Ryan, 42, is an enthusi¬ 
astic, even obsessive, stu¬ 
dent of the P90X fitness 
program, which combines 
weight training, nutrition 
planning and martial arts. 

He reportedly maintains a 
body fat index of between six 
and eight percent, emerging 
as unusually athletic looking 
for a middle-aged American 
man — at least as lean as the 
unusually trim President 
Barack Obama himself. 

With the election cam¬ 
paign mired in mud-slinging 
and an electorate deeply wor¬ 
ried about the country's fu¬ 
ture, this might seem a 
strange time to fixate on a 
candidate's looks. 

But interest in Ryan's dis¬ 
tinctly blue eyes and the state 
of his abdominal muscles has 
indeed begun to muscle in on 
views about his controversial 
proposals for curtailing So¬ 
cial Security. 

TMZ said he "may be the 
hottest vice presidential can¬ 
didate ever... but we're not 
talking policy." 

Ryan's morning workouts 
at the congressional gym are 
"fierce" and he is "totally 


ripped and has a six pack," 
the celebrity gossip and news 
site cited sources as saying. 

It's not just TMZ. The au¬ 
gust New York Times poked 
fun at the Romney-Ryan 
pairing of "cute Republican 
dudes." 

Ryan is "a nerd suddenly 
out of his loafers and into the 
sex dreams of Republicans," 
the Times added, before tem¬ 
pering that with a high- 
minded diss of Ryan's dress 
sense. 

The Politico news website 
said "Paul Ryan is kind of 
hot," while New York maga¬ 
zine saw him from the liberal 
Manhattan dating scene point 
of view: "Paul Ryan is your 
annoying Libertarian ex¬ 
boyfriend." 

Apparently uber-liberal 
political talk show presenter 
Rachel Maddow was speak¬ 
ing for many last year when 
she called Ryan "so hand¬ 
some and boyish." 

In the Internet byways 
outside the mainstream 
media, the Ryan crush is in 


full spate. 

heygirlitspaulryan.tum- 
blr.com has gone viral with 
pictures of Ryan in differ¬ 
ent settings along with 
cheesy fanzine headlines. 

One, superimposed over 
a photograph of Romney in 
American football uniform, 
reads: "Hey girl, let's tackle 
the debt together." Under¬ 
neath, it reads: "Huddle 
up." 

Things get hotter, if not 
downright embarrassing, 
over at the blog Texts from 
Washington. 

"OMG HIS EYES ARE 
POOL OF SEX. HOT 
SEX," one entry reads. 

Not everyone is bowled 
over with the vice presi¬ 
dential wannabe's physical 
attributes. On the Esquire 
politics blog, Charles 
Pierce referred to Ryan as 
"zombie-eyed." 

Psychology Today 

weighed in by worrying 
whether "just because Paul 
Ryan is hot, does that mean 
he is also objectified?" 

But political and social an¬ 
alyst Rich Hanley at Quin- 
nipiac University said that 
Ryan's abrupt rise in the sex 
appeal polls — if not the elec¬ 
tion polls — is understand¬ 
able. 

"It's more a commentary 
on how hotless the Republi¬ 
can Party has been for so 
many years — that you get a 
fresh face and you call him a 
beefcake," he said. 

When Republican politi¬ 
cians are often seen as the 
"man in the gray flannel 
suit," Ryan looks more like 
his opponents. 

"He represents, certainly 
to the conservative Republi¬ 
can voter, a guy who stays in 
shape, who has a youthful 
figure, something that's usu¬ 
ally associated with Democ¬ 
rats," Hanley said.

(1616 GMT), she had swum 
more than 22 miles in 18 
hours, it said. 

The jellyfish began plagu¬ 
ing Nyad about five hours 
into her 165-kilometer (103- 
mile) endeavor, stinging her 
several times on her face, 
neck and hands, and forcing 
her to swim backstroke to 
keep her face out of the water. 

By Sunday morning, how¬ 
ever, the crew accompanying 
her reported that the current 
was with her and the jellyfish 
swarms had subsided. 

The swimmer, who turns 
63 on Wednesday, hit the 
water on Saturday afternoon 
after her departure was 
pushed up a day over fears of 
poor weather. 

"Thanks for coming," she 
said, adding the single word, 
"courage," before she jumped 
in for the trek that she projects 
will take at least 60 hours. 

Before setting off, Nyad 
reflected on her motivation to 
make the crossing between 
Cuba and the United States, 
which have been at odds for 
most of her life. 

"When I was five years 
old, I used to stand on the 
beach (in Florida) and I said 
to my mother: I wonder if 
anybody could swim over 
there" to Cuba, she said. 

The swimmer's first failed 
bid to cross the Florida Straits 
was 34 years ago in 1978. Her 
comeback in August 2011 was 
hobbled by shoulder pain, 
asthma and ocean swells. 

In September 2011, Nyad 
was forced to abandon her at¬ 
tempt 40 hours in, after 
medics warned that she had 
suffered dangerous jellyfish 
stings.
